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PHILLIPS ACADEMY. 



This Institution was founded by Air. Paul Dodge Phillips, and went 
into operation in the fall of 1841. It is beautifully located in the vil- 
lage of Danville, Vt., and commands a fine view of the adjacent coun- 
try and the White Mountains. 

The building was erected at the expense of nearly four thousand dol- 
lars, collected from the liberal contributions of the inhabitants of the 
toviTi. It is of beautiful architecture, tastefully finished, and conveni- 
ently arranged. It contains two large school rooms ; one for the male, 
and the other for the female department, with a Lecture Boom, Labora- 
tory, and several smaller rooms for study and recitations. 

It will ever be the aim of the present teachers, in this Institution, to 
further the noble object of its benevolent donors, and to make it an effi- 
cient cobperator in the great work of reform in our present system of 
education.

Spring Term, second Thursday of February ; 

Summer Term, second Thursday of May. 

The Vacations are— One week at the end of the Fall Term; one 
week at the end of the Spring Term, and six weeks at the end of the 
Summer Term. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There are Examinations at the close of each term, before the Trus- 
tees, or a committee chosen by them. Parents, guardians, and all in- 
terested, are respectfully invited to attend. 

APPARATUS. 

With the ample apparatus of this Institution, lectures will be given 
from time to time, as the wants of the School may require— illustrat- 
ing the principles of Philosophy, Chemistry and Astronomy. 



BOARD AND TUITION. 

Primary English studies, per term, - - - $3.00 

Advanced English studies, per term, - - - 3.50 

Latin and Greek studies, per term, - - - 4.00 

French and Drawing, each (extra) - - - - 1.00 



For any period less than a full term, the price of tuition will be 30, 
35 and 40 cents per week. 

Tuition payable in advance. | 

Board may be had in private families, including fuel and lights, from 
$1.25 to 1.50 per week. 

Rooms may be rented, and individuals may board themselves at a 
reasonable rate. 

RELIGIOUS SERVIOES. 

Every student is required to be present at the devotional exercises — 
morning and evening. A parental regard will be had at all times, by 
I the teachers, to the habits and morals of their pupils.
